LAC LA BICHE 

H. S. Young, of the H.B.Co., arrived from 
Lac la Biche on Fridas wnivht of last week, 
having teft there the Sunday before. He re 
ports very litte snow on the road 
2 tthe lake has been a decided 
failure this year owing to the stormy weather 
in the fall which prevented the people from 
visiting their nes, partly to the scarcity of 
nets, and partly to the fact that the supply ot 
fish is viving out. It has given out aitogetner 
atthe wost end where it was formerly the 
best, and new the fishing is done principally 
around the jslands in the east end of the 
lake. There are three bands in that vicinity, 
the Crees of Lac la Biche, the Crees of Bea 
ver Lake, near by, and tne Chipewyans of 
Heart Lake, and all are in the same circum- 
stances, The Chipewyans intend to start off 
on a hunt and if they are not successful they 
will probably perisa before they get back. 
Last W.nter they were on the verge of starva 
tion although they had a considerable quanti 
ty of fish. The Indian Department sent twine 
for twelve nets to be divided between the 
ti ree bands, but it did not arrive until several 
Weeks atter the lukes troze over. Nets were 
set under the ice but very few fish are caught 
In that way. The Roman Catholic Mission 
has twenty nets under the ice and they do not 
get More than nine or ten fish every morning. 
Last year nets were sent also but they did not 
arrive until February and besides the mestics 
Were not suitable for the fishing in those

a. There is no farm instructor there, but 
a sub-agent deals out rations during seed 
t me The Chipewyan chief has written a 


letter to Dewdney making sundry complaints 
to him. He says they are a quiet, peaceable 
people, never making any trouble, and thinks 
that if they were more troublesome they 
would receive better treatment. Theydo not 
believe in the promises of the government ans 
more, they only believe what they see done. 
He winds up by asking Dbewdney to come and 
sve their condition for himself. 

The timber for Pruden’s grist mill is a’l 
framed but the building is not up. Consid 
erable time has been expended in the con 
Seruction of adam, which is not completed 
yet. A foree of twenty men was put on two 
wecks avo and it was expected thes would 
complete the work in twenty days. Pruden 
hopes to have the mill running by spring, but 
it Isto be feared that he will not succeed, 

Rabbits and chickens are plentiful especial 
ly the latter. At the forks of the Lae la 
Biche trail Mr. Young saw two flocks of chick 
ens in each of which there must have been 
four or five hundred birds. When they ros 
they made a sound like thunder. If the In 
dians had ammunition they could get along 
very well with chickens and rabbits, but they 
are too poor to buy it and the amount r 
celved by them at treaty time is insignificant 
\ vreat deal of ammunition is necessary to 
kill « nough chickens to support a family 

While the fishery was going on last fall a 
man named Reid was camped alone in a hay 
tent nearthe fishing ground By some acci 
dent the tent and a1 in it was burned, leaving 
him without blankets, shoes, provisions, oF 
anything else, exce pt what he had on at the 
tine. The snowy and cold weather of the 
carly fal came on immediately after, but in 
Stead of coming in for supp ies he stayed right 
Where he was, living on the fish be caught 
and resting by only an open fire for twenty 


one days, until tue -fisuery was over H
